Action of the United Nations 


Assembly in employing the secret 
ballot to elect Dr. Paul-Henri 
Spaak of Belgium as president at 
its opening session in London is

Americans who, like many other 
peoples, are accustomed to record- 
ed votes in all their legislative 
assemblies. 


The winning argument in favor 


of the plan was that delegates 
would be more likely to vote their 
actual preferences in secret than 
if they were required to announce 
their choices publicly. Proponents 
of the plan, furthermore, have 
argued for its adoption in determ- 
ining all actions by the UN as- 
sembly. 


Doubtless it ie true that many 


delegates would prefer the secret 
ballot. Doubtless it might save 
them a lot of grief. Doubtless 
many congressmen and legislators 
in the United States have wished 
devoutly on many occasions that 
they could vote in secret. But. as 
every American realizes, such 
plan wouldn't be tolerated for an 
instant in the U. S. There is little 
reason to believe that it could be 
made to work in a world assembly 
It is the nature of people that they 
are going to want—demand if they 
can—to know for whom and for 
what their delegates voted. Tnej 
are likely to hold the view tha 
any individual lacking the cour 
age to put himself on record in 
matters of world concern is poo 
material for the UN Assembly.
